I could tell you about the time C.J. and 
I climbed the highest mountain in 


Oklahoma together, in fifteen minutes; 
or about the time we fished for sharks 
in the Gulf of Mexico, armed only with 
snorkels and our teeth; or the time we 
were marooned in an elevator in Phoenix 
Hyatt and for two hours fought off hot- 
blooded groupies of both sexes, and all 
three of those stories would be very 
interesting, but they aren't exactly 
true, Instead I will haul out the story 
I usually haul out on these occasions, 
about how Carolyn and I spent the night 
together, and the earth moved -- and 
that story is literally true, though it 
May not be what you think. 


April, 1981: the first launch of the 
Space Shuttle. A few days before the 
flight, a central Florida space group 


asked Carolyn to come down and speak 
informally. Fine and dandy, she was 
going to come down anyhow. But the 
group installed her in a Motel 6 just 
off the interstate and disappeared. See 
you tomorrow. Cardboard food and no 
bar. Carolyn knew I lived somewhere 
near the Cape; she got my number out of 
the SFWA address book and dialed it, 
hoping it wasn't long distance. In 
fact, I lived only about five minutes 
away. So I galloped out on my charger 
(actually, it was a Dodge, but not a 
Charger) and rescued her from culinary 
purgatory. 


I installed her at my dining room table 
with a vodka at her elbow and we talked 
while I conjured a home-cooked meal. 
Cooking is my main form of relaxation; I 
usually spend an hour or more fiddling 
with dinner, and Carolyn and I carried 
on a sporadic conversation about space 
and politics and archeology and Latin 


law and whatnot while I sliced and 
diced, sort of hollering at each other 
through the serving window while Yo-yo 
Ma sawed away Mozarting in the 
background. And she was writing all the 
time. 


This is protean guestmanship. Here she 
was absorbing cello by the decadecibel, 
following a disjointed and complex 
conversation, drinking a certain amount 
of icy vodka, and at the same time, ona 
large unlined artist“ “s pad, writing down 
line after line of her next novel. 


As you must know, that novel might have 
wound up being hard sf -- the grommet- 
and-spanner school of Campbellian 
fiction -- or sociopolitical 
extrapolation, or high fantasy. She 
succeeds in them all. I was so amazed to 
find that she“ “d been writing in that 
blaze of sensory input, that I forgot to 
ask her the name of the book. 


So what about the Barth moving? What 
about spending the night, huh? Oh 
fandom, thy name is Puerility. What 
happened was, a couple of days later we 
loaded my van up with beer and took our 
more or less legitimate press passes 
down to the Cape and joined a couple of 
thousand other -media people who were 
supposed to witness and chronicle the 
New Era of American Space Filght. Id 
written an article about how the thing 
would probably blow up on the pad -- 
solid boosters, y know — but they let 
me in anyhow, maybe because Carolyn was 
along and they were afraid to make her 
mad. 


The launch was postponed a day, so we 
drank all the beer and dined on Machine 
Sandwiches and crashed sometime before 
midnight. Actually, Carolyn slept in 
her own rental car, but we were parked 
together. All night long helicopters 
rattled overhead, bringing in VIPs for 
the morning launch. It was Florida s 
dry season, so they kicked up literally 
tons of dust, which by morning was an 
eighth of an inch deep on everything. 
Dust, get it? We slept together and the 
earth moved. Anyhow, here's Carolyn 
Cherryh, one of the best people I know.

YEAR OF THE RED PLANET 


I£ you look up to the sky to the Fast at 
the time of Albacon 88, you will not 
fail to notice what seems to be an 
overly bright star.

Albacon 88 will be introducing you to a 
number of progranme items related to the 
history of this famous celestial object 
in fact and fiction. We will be 
displaying a very comprehensive Mars 
exhibition with up to date results of 
the most recent exploration. We will 
also have a number of talks on Martian 
SF, with reflection on classic Mars 
stories from the likes of Heinlein, 
Bradbury, Wells, Clarke and other 


noteworthy authors. 

If it is possible we may be able to set 
up a telescope at the hotel so that we 
can can actually show you the planet. 
We're sure there are many fans who have 
read the marvellous science fiction of 
the Red Planet, but few may have 
actually seen it for real through a 
telescope, or even with the naked eye. 
The experience of seeing Mars for the 
first time is, we assure you, quite a 
memorable one. 


We shall also be hosting an exclusive 
event. The re-enactment of the 
transmission of the infamous Orson 
Welles radio play of "Che War of the 
Worlds" from 1938. This will take place 
in the fan room with an active bar and 
we request that fans come dressed in the 
style of the period. ‘The broadcast will 
be reproduced as though it were coming 
from a 30s” radio and is totally 
unabridged. The event is designed to 
coincide with the 50th. anniversary of 
the broadcast. 


THE ARTSHOW AND AUCTION 


Albacon artshows seem to be getting 
bigger and better as the years roll on, 
and this year we expect the trend to 
continue, Last year we tried to give 
the artshow a different style from the 
norm and held it in a larger hall. ‘This 
experiment was reasonably successful but 
could have recieved better coverage as a 
programme item in the standard form.

Debate 


"This house believes that “Star 
Wars (the movie) is detrimental to 
science fiction." 


Once again, the Albacon programme will 
be featuring a debate, prompted by the 
successes of previous years. The motion 
is on a subject much discussed by S-F 
fans, because of the fear some have that 
"Star Wars" heralded an era of 
juvenalia, which has threaten the more 
serious areas of S-F. 


C.J.Cherryh will be speaking in the 
debate for the opposition and will be 
joined by five other speakers. These 
contributions will be supplemented by 
comments made during an open period in 
the middle of the debate. Discourse by 
the official speakers will be of five 
minutes duration and those from the 
floor can be up to two minutes long, the 
whole open period being about twenty 
minutes. 


At the end of the debate, a vote will be 
taken by a show of cards. These cards 
will be issued during the first twenty 
minutes of the debate and nobody coming 
after this time will be eligible to 
vote. So, in order to make your opinion 
known, be sure to come along early. 


In P.R.2. we will be publishing two 
articles stating the cases for and 
against the motion, in order to help 
clarify your views and allow you to 
participate in a more enlightened frame 
of mind !

THE COMMITTEE S VIEW 


This year sees the continuation of the 
successful Albacon debates in which a 
highly topical and often contentious 
subject is critically analyzed by well 
qualified persons. 


Over the past few years the Albacon 
committee has noticed that at the 
conventions there has been an increasing 
rise in the number of newcomers to the 
con. We have noticed that most of these 
newcomers tend to be under 20 years of 
age and are most often seen in the 


Dr.Who, media, Star Trek and film 
programme. 


It now seems that we have a large 
section of our membership which is 
increasing, that we do not seemto be 
able to relate to in normal convention 
terms. Apart from offering more videos, 
computer games and films there is 
nothing we think we can do to interest 
them in the more serious items of our 
programme. 


We have thought carefully about this 
changing situation in the membership and 
we have some evidence to suggest that we 
are now trying to cater for a totally 
new generation of SF fan, the "Star 
Wars" generation. ‘Ten years ago Star 
Wars hit the cinema and kids of all ages 
from 5 to 75 queued for hours to see the 
highly publicised blockbuster. Now, 
today it might be that we are meeting 
the kids who were influenced by Star 
Wars at our conventions. And they are a 
totally different type of fan. 


We personally put it that these 
newcomers are not so much SF fans as the 
victims of the SF orientated consumerism 
that was the resultant spin-off of Star 
Wars. If you think about it, SF cons in 
Britain have not changed in structure 
greatly from the days of the first 
modern cons of the late 60s° and early 
WS y As a result perhaps we are 
trundling out an old machine which 
worked well in the past but now does not 
cater for the tastes of all members. 


So this year we earnestly mean to 
discover if our suspicions are correct 
or totally unfounded. The motion of the 
debate is "This house believes that Star 
Wars (the movie) has been detrimental to 
SF", and we ask all members to attend so 
that as many considerations as possible 
can be noted, and hope that a very 
considered vote for or against may 
clarify the situation. 


We urge all new members and all regulars 
to attend as the outcome of the debate 
may shape the future of conventions. To 
show the committee s serious intent we 
are booking a copy of Star Wars to the 
cost of £75.00 and this may or may not 
be screened depending on the audience 
decision and vote.

Whether novels or only one short story,

I believe that, in the interest of SF 
fandom, such a directory could help in 
planning future conventions. Secondly 
such a directory should exist. 


It may take years before it could reach 
any degree of completeness, and will 
require regular updating for each entry, 
but, all considered, should be useful 
even in the short term. ( Needless to 
say, if you know anyone who would 
qualify for entry to the directory 
please pass my address onto them.)
